crossed gun ban ds; tank troops blue and tank insignia; SP artillery blue 
and. tank insigni.; signal troops dark-blue and lightning cluster insignia; 
engineers dark-g/yen and anchcr-ivith -cable insignia; motor transport troops 
brown and winged-Jheel insignia; horse-drawn transport troops light-brown 
and spoked-whoel insignia; air force blue with white piping and two crossed 
propellers; supply services borcieaux and insignia consisting of a stalk of 
wheat, a hammer ;nd a wheel; medical services black velvet and, for medical 
officers, an em’ossed gold button; army officials gray and, for sport 
officers, an crossed gold button; technical officers and motor maintenance 
NCOS vermilion /nd insignia of the respective branch of service; and river 
guard troops dak-blue or black with white piping and unidentified insignia.

Nor; uniforms ere issued to the US', of units of the artillery regiment from 
Donbovar (Y . B 16) in the Hay Review/ 1951. They were turned in after the 
parade. The niform consisted of a Soviet-type steel helmet, a blouse referred " 
to at* Girma'corka 11 , a pair of trousers tucked into the boots* and a oair 
of boots o Th crayish-^roen linen blouse opened half-way dov;n the front 
and had thre buttons. The turn-down collar was worn closed. Patches worn 
on the collir indicated brand) of service. Epaulets and trousers were made 
„p' e sane : 'aterial as the blouse. The blouse, worn outside the trousers, 
differed frj the soviet summer ^bliju|e, which has a low stand-up collar, 
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only by the tum-down collar. During the review, officers wore old-style 
uniforms.

The tank 
troops taking part in the parade wore dark-blue blouses, dark-blue trousers 
with black high boots and black crash helmets, and light-blue service color. 
River guard troops wore dark-blue sailor's blouses and black trousers tucked 
into low-legged boots. 
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
